She said Shelton State is 
unique in her experience in 
the way it combines programs 
and the way it reaches out to 
business and industry. 

"I have never seen a pro- 
gram like Shelton State's 
where you combine your 
work force development and 
technical programs under one 
roof," Secretary Chao said 
during a luncheon of commu- 
nity and industry leaders at the

circumstances. 

The most specific reason 
cited was a simple one: "it 
doesn't interest me." 
Probably though, many of 
those 50 percent or so of stu- 
dents are the ones each semes- 
ter who struggle with their 
study habits and their commit- 
ment to their educations, some 
of them becoming serial with- 
drawers from college. 

When asked if they would 
consider taking technical 



classes in conjunction with 
their regular academic fair in 
order to make themselves 
more attractive to potential 
employers, 77 percent of the 
respondents said they would. 
"If it would help me get a good 
job, I would do it," said one 
respondent — and those senti- 
ments seemed uniformly 
shared by most students. 

Perhaps the problem 
among the students at Shelton 
and other community college 
students in the U.S. who have 
a hard time persevering 
through to a four-year degree 
and a solid profession is that 



they don't understand the con- 
nection that can be made 
between "technical" programs 
and exciting, well-paying jobs. 
Want to get rich by owning 
some restaurants? 

You could work your way 
up slowly by becoming, if 
you're lucky, an assistant man- 
ager at one of the dozens of 
fast-food chains. But how 
about earning a culinary arts 
degree or a food service cer- 
tificate first? What looks bet- 
ter on a resume: you're typical 
1.1 years of aimless college 
education or your specific 
degree or certificate in a par- 



ticular field? 

Want to be a real-estate 
mogul a la Donald Trump? 
How about earning some cre- 
dentials in electrical technolo- 
gy or drafting or carpentry? 

Want to be a player in the 
fast-growing security field? 
Shelton offers a degree in 
paralegal studies and a certifi- 
cate in criminal justice. 

If you want to be a big 
shot — a "white collar" 
employee — in industry, why 
not first think about practical 
experience in industrial elec- 
tronics or computer-assisted 
machine tool technology? 



You might dream, for 
instance, about becoming a 
millionaire in the beauty and 
fashion world; however, the 
practical way of getting started 
would be a Shelton certificate
